In the trade figures submitted in 
the British statement, shipments of 
gold from South Africa and goods 
shipped to Great Britain and later re- 
exported were included in the union's 
export totals. 

South Africa declares, however, that 
the returns which Great Britain re- 
ceives from ocean services and the 
like are not included on the other side 
of the sheet. 

“The union would see nothing un- 
natural or unreasonable in South Af- 
rican produce being subjected to duties 
in the market of the United Kingdom 
for the protection of the domestic 
produne of the latter,” the statement 
said. 

“This delegation could not enter- 
tain the suggestion that the United 
Kingdom should grant concessions 
which would militate against British 
domestic industries. But the union 
would welcome preference for the do- 
minion over. foreign products.” 

The British emergency tariff and 
the imports duty act of the United 
Kingdom have undoubtedly been of 
value to the union, the statement con- 
celes, expressing appreciation. It 
would. however, have preferred to see 
a slightly larger margin of preference 
in favor of certain of the commodities 
affected. 

The ‘Stateméat concluded with the 
promise that if the United Kingdom 
delegation “are able to meet the wishes 
of the union delegations in regard to 
assistance to certain products, the 
union delegations will be prepared to 
give favorable consideration to re- 
quests from the United Kingdom for 
additional perferences.”
